Kidnappers

Again the newspapers tell of the 
kidnapping of a little child by 
heartless gangsters, threatening 
his death unless $200,000 ransom is 
paid in three days. Nine year old 
George Weyerhaeuser, the son of 
a millionaire lumber man, was 
kidnapped last week at Tocoma, 
Washington. When this is written, 
Monday, the child has not yet been 
returned. The heart broken father 
and mother indicate a willingness 
to pay the $200,000 demanded. 
What else can they do? 


Kidnapping is one of the most 
heartless crimes, and every kid- 
napper should receive the death 
penalty. Every kidnapper is a 
murderer at heart. There would 
be no power to the kidnapper’s 
threat except that every kidnapper 
is capable of murder. A kidnapper 
probably causes more. sustained 
anguish and grief than a murder- 
er. His motives are just as wicked. 

The Bible plainly demands the 
death penalty for kidnappers. Ex- 
odus 21:16 says: 

“And he that stealeth a man, and 
selleth him, or if he be found in

It is thoroughly conceiv- 
able and altogether possible to be 
repeated in heathen lands. But ad- 
mitting all the difficulties in the 
passage, I repeat, that is no reason 
for us to establish an alibi for our 
unbelief.

SPIRITUALISTS AND FORTUNE TELLERS (Congratulations to 
‘ARE AN ABOMINATION UNTO THE LORD’ 


What the Bible Says About Spiri- 
tualistic Mediums and Fortune 
Tellers and Those Who Use Them 


Notice that part of the heading 
of this article is in quotations and 
is what God’s Word says, not the 
words of John R. Rice. Satan has 
deceived many good people who 
think Spiritualism is simply one 
denomination: of the Christian re- 
ligion. They do not know that it 
is thoroughly unchristian and that 
the curse of God is pronounced on 
those who partake of its wicked- 
ness. Likewise other kinds of for- 
tune tellers or diviners, necro- 
mancers and soothsayers are visit- 
ed by Christian people who are not 
conscious that they are thus sin- 
ning -against God and running 
great danger. 

In Deuteronomy 18:9-14, the 
Lord gave plain commands to the 
children of Israel in which He 
teaches that Spiritualism and For- 
tune Telling are an abomination 
to God. 


“When thou art come into the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, thou shalt not learn to do 
after the abominations of those 
nations. There shall not be found 
among you any one that maketh 
his son or daughter to pass 
through the fire, or that useth 
divination, or an observer of times, 
or an enchanter, or a witch, or a 
charmer, or a consulter with fa- 
miliar spirits, or a wizard, or a 
necromancer. For all that do these 
things are an abomination unto the 
Lord; and because of these abom- 
inations the Lord thy God doth 
drive them out from before thee. 
Thou shalt be perfect with the 
Lord thy God. For these nations, 
which thou shalt possess, hearken- 
ed unto observers of times, and un- 
to diviners: but as for thee, the 
Lord thy God hath not suffered 
thee so to do.” (Deut. 18:9-14.) 


In the above passage, divination 
means fortune telling. Webster’s 
dictionary defines “Divination” as 
follows: “The act of divining, the 
pretended art of foreseeing future 
events by supernatural or magical 
agencies.” In the above Scripture, 
the terms “witch,” “consulter with 
familiar, spirits,” ‘wizard,’ and 
“necromancer” all refer to people 
who pretend to be in touch with 
spirits, whether spirits of the hu- 
man dead or spirits of devils. These 
words exactly describe Spiritualis- 
tic mediums. The Lord commanded 
plainly that “there shall not be 
found among you any one “that 
useth divination, or an observer of 
times, or an enchanter, or a witch, 
or a charmer, or a consulter with 
spirits, or a wizard, or a necro- 
mancer.” Verse 12 says that all 
that do these things are an abomi- 
nation to the Lord and because of 
this sin the heathen nations were 
driven out of the land of Canaan 
before Israel. In other words, for- 
tune telling and Spiritualistic se- 
ances are a part of heathenism. 


Many Scriptures Condemn Spirit- 


ualism and Fortune Telling 
| In the Old Testament, many, 
many passages of God’s Word con- 
demn the wicked practices of 
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Spiritualists, fortune tellers, Hindu 
mystics, etc. The term “familiar 
spirit” refers especially, through- 
out the Bible, to those who claim 
to be on familiar terms with the 
unseen spirits. Read the following 
passages which, like Deuteronomy 
18:9-14, quoted above, condemn the 
use of familiar spirits or Spirit- 
ualistic mediums: 


“Regard not them that have fa- 
miliar spirits, neither seek after 
wizards, to be defiled by them: I 
am the Lord your God.” (Lev. 
19:31.) 

‘And the soul that turneth after 
such as have familiar spirits, and 
after wizards, to go a whoring 
after them, I will even set my face 
against that soul, and will cut him 
off from among his people.” (Lev. 
20:6.) 


“A man also or woman that hath 
a familiar spirit, or that is a 
wizard, shall surely be put to 
death: they shall stone them with 
stones: their blood shall be upon 
them.’ (Lev. 20:27.) 

“And when they shall say unto 
you, Seek unto them that have 
familiar spirits, and unto wizards 
that peep, and that mutter: should 
not a people seek unto their God? 
for the living to the dead?” (Isa. 
8:19.) , 

The above ‘passages mention 
them as have familiar spirits: and 
wizards. A similar passage is 
given in Exodus 22:18 where we 
are told, “Thou shalt not suffer a 
witch to live.” 

The death penalty was assessed 
witches, that is, those in touch, or 
claiming to be in touch with spirits, 
just the same as for murderers. In 
the sight of God, fortune telling 
and spiritualism are terrible sins, 
a part of a heathen religion, and 
an abomination to God. | 

In the New Testament, witch- 
craft is named with idolatry, mur- 
der and drunkenness, as _ terrible 
sins and we are told “that they 
which do such things shall not in- 
herit the kingdom of God.” (Gal 
5:20-21.) 

Two other terms’ used in the 
New Testament referring to for 
tune telling and consulting spirits 
are soothsaying and sorcery. 


In Acts 8:9-24, we are told of) 


the conversion of Simon, the sor- 
cerer, who bewitched the people of 
Samaria until he was soundly con- 
verted and gave up his heathen 
wickedness. 

In Acts 13:6-12 we are told 
about a “certain sorcerer, a false 
prophet, whose name was Bar- 
jesus,” also called Elymas. Notice 
that the Scripture said he was a 
false prophet, that he tried to pre- 
vent others from being saved. But 
the hand of the Lord came on Him 
and he was struck blind for a sea- 
son and others seeing what befell 
him were converted. 

In every single case where the 
Bible mentions consulti with 
spirits, divining or fortun lling, 
necromancers, soothsayers, wizards 
and witches, they are condemned 
in-unmistakable language as being 
of Satan and not of God. 

A Fortune Teller Converted 

When Paul and Silas went on 
their missionary journey out of 
Asia Minor into Macedonia to the 
City of Philippi, they found there 
a fortune telling girl who was pos- 
sessed of an evil spirit. This evil 
spirit or devil helped the girl to 
divine or tell fortunes. But Paul 
filled with the Spirit of God, com- 
manded the evil spirit to leave her, 
and she was gloriously converted. 
Then she no longer told fortunes. 
Read the story in the words of 
Scripture from Acts 16:16-21. 


“And it came to pass, as we 
went to prayer, a certain damsel 
possessed with a spirit of divina-

tion, met us, which brought her 
masters much gain by soothsaying. 
The same followed Paul and us, 
and cried, saying, These men are 
the servants of the most high God, 
which shew unto us the way of 
salvation. And this did she many 
days. But Paul, being grieved, 
turned and said to the spirit, I 
command thee in the name of Jesus 
Christ to come out of her. And 
he came out the same hour. And 
when her masters saw that the 
hope Of their gains was gone, they 
caught Paul and Silas, and drew 
them into the marketplace unto the 
rulers. And brought them to the 
magistrates, saying, These men, 
being Jews, do exceedingly trouble 
our city, And teach customs, which 
are not lawful for us to receive, 
neither to observe, being Romans.” 


This story is very important. It 
makes clear that if one can really 
tell fortunes, he does it by the 
power of the devil, and that when 
one gets right with God, he will 
get out of this wicked business.

King Saul and the Witch of Endor 

Saul, the first king of Israel, re- 
belled against God and turned to 
various kinds of sin. He did not 
utterly destroy the Amalekites, as 
God had commanded; he sought to 
kill David, whom God had chosen 
to be the next king, and on the 
whole became a rebellious, wicked 
backslider. When he had become 
so far from God that God would

into the hand of the Philistines.” 

So there can be no doubt about 
the meaning of the terms divine 
or divination, witch, wizard, and 
familiar spirit. Notice that they 
are used here about this woman 
who went into a _  Spiritualistic 
seance to commune with the spirits 
of the dead. 

The Bible does not tell us 
whether this woman usually had 
power to bring up spirits as she 
wished or not. We are simply given 
this example and God may nave 
done it without the witch to re- 
buke Saul. Saul learned nothing 
to his own good. He learned that 
God had departed from him and 
would not help him, that Israel 
would be defeated the next day in 
battle and that he and his sons 
would be slain and be with Samuel 
in the land of the dead. 

In his early reign, Saul had 
obeyed the command of God to put 
away wizards and those that had 
familiar spirits out of Israel. Now 
that he had departed from God, he 
sinned in patronizing this fortune 
telling Spiritualistic medium. In 
this case, God permitted him to 
learn the truth, but he learned 
nothing that did him any good, 
nothing to make him happy, noth- 
ing to help him meet his problems. 
For This Sin Saul Lost His Kingdom 

Saul had sinned in other ways, 
but doubtless this sin of going to 
& medium was the climax of his 
rebellion against God and for that 
he was put to death. I Chronicles 
10:13-14 tells us that Saul was put 
to death because of his transgres- 
sion ‘and also for asking counsel 
of one that had a familiar spirit 
to enquire of it.’”’ Read those verses 
and see that God cannot be pleased 
for a Christian to do as Saul did, 
and inquire of fortune tellers, Hin- 
du mystics, Spiritualistic mediums, 
astrologers, etc. 

“So Saul died for his transgres- 
sion which he committed against 
the Lord, even st the word 
of the Lord, which he kept not, 
and also for asking counsel of one 
that had a familiar spirit, to en- 
quire of it ;and enquired not of 
the Lord: therefore he slew him, 
and turned the kingdom unto Da- 
vid the son of Jesse.” (I Chron. 
10:13, 14.) 

Can Mediums and Fortune Tellers 
Reveal Secrets and Foretell 
The Future? 

Is there anything real and gen- 
uine about the work of fortune 
tellers and Spiritualistic mediums? 
That is the question often asked. 
I answer that doubtless the aver- 
age medium, the average fortune 
teller, Hindu philosopher, and as- 
trologer who offers to tell you your 
future, to give advice in matters 


of business, love or health, is a 


humbug pure and simple. They are 
a bunch of charlatans, hypocrites, 
and racketeers who make their 
living off the ignorance and super- 
stition of suckers. If you sent 
your dollar to get a horoscope or 
life reading, or if you inquired of 
any of this tribe of crooks, you 
simply helped to feed a bunch of 
heartless deceivers who prey on 
the troubles and superstitions of 
the ignorant. 

However, the Bible clearly 
teaches that some people do have 
familiar spiris, that is, that some 
people are occasionally in touch 
with spirits of another world. But 
the Bible ‘is most emphatic that 
such people are under the influ- 
ence of devils and that only evil 
can come from consulting them. 
Simon, the sorcerer, in Acts, chap- 
ter 8, was a wicked, ungodly man 
as long as he carried on his sor- 
cery. Elymas, the sorcerer or for- 
tune teller, mentioned in Acts, 
chapter 13, was an enemy of God, 
others from being saved. The poor 
slave girl, the soothsayer or me- 


a deceiver, who would prevent 
dium who made money for her 
masters by her soothsaying, was 


possessed of an evil spirit and 


in the name of the Lord, she no 
more told fortunes, and her mas- 
ters saw that the hope of their 
gains was gone. Any communica- 
tion which Spiritualistic mediums 
and fortune tellers have, they have 
it under the control of the devil. 
In such cases, those who use me- 
diums are putting themselves at 
the mercy of the Evil One, and we 
may expect them to be deceived 
and harmed, not to be blessed or 
helped.

his hand, he shall surely be put to 
death.” 

Anyone who steals a person for 
profit is included in this Scripture. 
In olden times people sometimes 
kidnapped others to sell them as 
slaves. But the kidnappers of the 
little boy, nine years old, at To- 
coma, Washington, threatened the 


death. The Bible demands that they 
be put to death when found. 

Deuteronomy 24:7 repeats the 
same command, as follows: 

“If a man be found stealing any 
of his brethren of the children of 
Israel, and maketh merchandise of 
him, or selleth him; then that thief 
shall die; and thou shalt put evil 
away from among you.” 

When a kidnapper is caught, 
then the jury is duty bound to give 
him the death penalty. A gover- 
nor who pardons or commutes a 
sentence of such a criminal, sins 
against God and violates the plain 
command of God’s Word. Preach- 
ers who get up petitions to thwart 
justice in such cases sin against 
God.

“Study Ist. Cor. 12. 

“*To another faith by the same 
Spirit: to another the gifts of heal- 
ing by the same Spirit:’ 

“*And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly, teachers, after 
that, miracles, then gifts of heal- 
ings, helps, goveraments, diversi- 
ties of tongues.’ 

“ ‘Have ail the gifts of healing?’ 

“In the classic passage of 
James we have the explicit and un- 
conditional promise ‘And the pray- 
er of faith shall save the sick and 
the Lord shall raise him up: and 
if he have committed sins they 
shall be forgiven him.’ The words 
‘prayer of faith’ should be strong- 
ly emphasized. Prayer without 
faith and faith without prayer is 
unthinkable, impossible. It has 
been well said, ‘Let them use oil 
who are able by their prayers to 
obtain recovery for the sick: let 
those who cannot do this abstain 
from the empty sign.’ 


“Healing 


“It was true in the Old Testa- 
ment, as well as in the New. 
Abraham healing Abimelech and 
his household by praying to God. 
Moses crying unto God for Miriam, 
‘Heal her now, O God I beseech 
thee,’ and the Lord, answering with 
the promise that after seven days 
her leprosy should depart: God's 
cure of the bitten Israelites in an- 
swer to Moses’ prayer, and through 
a look of faith at the brazen ser- 
pent: Naaman, the Syrian, re- 
covered of his leprosy by the faith 
of Elisha; Hezekiah raised up from 
his death bed in answer to prayer 
and his life lengthened out fifteen 
years and other instances which 
we have not time to refer to. Hear 
Solomon’s prayer at the dedication 
of the Temple. ‘Whatsoever sore, 
or whatsoever sickness there be: 
then what prayer, or what suppli- 
cation soever shall be made of any 
man, or of all thy people Israel, 


then hear Thou from heaven Thy 
dwelling place, and forgive.” 

“What shall we say concerning 
the spurious and the false? 

“TIT do not deny that theosophy 
has its healing. I do not question 
that healing has come out of Spir- 
itualism nor can I doubt that Chris- 
tian Science has seen much of 
physical improvement and health. 
But I say this, that any system 
that does not conform its teach- 
ing to the truth in God’s Word, 
must explain its healing upon some 
other ground than that of the in- 
tervention of the Divine One. He 
would not, He could not consent

hesitate to say that the author of 
sickness, even Satan, if he could, 
by associating healings with hetero- 


people and lead them into dark- 
ness, it would delight his Devil- 
ship. 

“We read in the Word, that ‘he 
transformeth himself into an angel 
of light’ and would ‘deceive even 
the very elect,’ and I make this 
my plea that if we be men of God, 
our faith ought to be firmly 
grounded in the Word of God. 
What it does not teach, we dare 
not accept: what it plainly teaches, 
we dare not reject. And, as a Bap- 
tist, do not believe that immer- 
sion is any more clearly set forth 
in sacred writ than this doctrine 
that God hears prayers for the 
Sick, and of Himself raises them 
up. And more blessed still, He, 
who heals the sick, forgives sins.

"Three Neglected Truths 


“Three great Fundamental 
Truths were emphasized in the 
New Testament Church but are not 
emphasized today. First, the full- 
ness of the doctrine of the Holy 
Spirit, second, the healing of the 
body, and third, the imminent re- 
turn of Christ. Up to the 4th cen- 
tury we find these three doctrines 
stressed continually. Higher criti- 
cism has taken the supernatural 
out of our faith and worldliness 
has taken holiness out of our con- 
duct. 

“Is the age of miracles past? 
Not if we believe the Bible. Ig 
Jesus, Christ the same yesterday, 
today and forever? 

“To the criticism that by empha- 
sizing the doctrine of healing we 
magnify the body above the soul, 
we answer that the doctrine of 
Christ’s healing power is so closely 
linked with the ministry of holiness | 
and the deeper doctrines of the 
Spiritual life that the giving of 
the Gospel to both body and soul, 
tends in a pre-eminent degree to 
promote purity and earnestness. 


“The power which-heals the body 
imparts a much richer baptism of 
the Holy Ghost to the heart, and 
the retaining of this Divine life 
and health require such constant 
fellowship with God, and such con- 
secrated service for the Master, 
that the spiritual results far out- 
weigh the temporal: and it is one 
of the most powerful checks and 
impulses in the lives of those that 
have truly received it. 

“The abuses complained of will 
usually be found connected with 
false teaching and unscriptural 
perversions of those things which 
rash or ambitious persons dis- 
seminate for their own ungodly 
ends. 

“The true doctrine of healing 
through the Lord Jesus Christ is 
most humbling, holy and practical: 
it exalts no man, it spares no sin, 
it offers no promises to the dis- 
obedient, it gives no strength for 
selfish indulgence or worldly ends, 
but it exalts the name of Jesus, 
glorifies God, inspires the soul with 
faith and power, summons to a life 
of self-denial and holy service, and 
awakens a slumbering church and 
an unbelieving world with solemn 
Signals of a living God and a risen 
Christ.
